The seventy of hay fever is 
worst in the region of the Missis­ 
sippi Valley, is present, but not se­ 
vere, on the Atlantic Coast, and 
thins out almost to nothingness 
in Canada, Maine, and the Pacific 
Coast. The season begins about 
August 15th, is at its peak from 
August 25th to September 10th, 
and is gone by September 30th. 
As to treatment, I never knew 
of anyone who was g^rmanently 
cured of it. Sometimes in old age, 
the individual who has suffered all 
his life perhaps develops an im­ 
munity and the attacks are milder, 
but this is hardly worth counting 
on.

Trying to take 
pollens by mouth and obtain im­ 
munization that way is a waste 
of time.

Nasal sprays of adren­ 
alin. ephedrine, benzedrine, or, 
probably best of all, the newest 
drug

action, 
neo- 
synephrin, give a good deal of 
temporary relief. The use of his- 
taminase in the treatm ent of hay 
fever has been disappointing. 
During the hay fever season the 
sensitive victims find that many 
foods which during the r e t of the 
year do not affect them increase 
their discomfort. Thus one person 
I know cannot eat canteloupe, an­ 
other tomatoes, another eggs dur­ 
ing this period. To this extent, 
and this only, is the dietary treat­ 
ment of hay fever worth consid­ 
ering.

•everal years ago, I made a tour of its factories

traveling thousands of miles from one end of the 
great country to the other: ’We Russians want to be 
like you Americans. You are our models. You conquered a wilder­ 
ness. B’jjit homes and workshops for your people. Gave them op­ 
portunity. comfort 
Spread out over prairies and mountains. Strug­ 
gling witfe nature as you marched ahead. We want to be like you.' 
’J he Russians really tried to be like us," my friend, the indus­ 
trialist continued. "They copied our factories in every detail. In many 
ways they improved on our industrial systems though our modem 
machine* baffled them sometimes until they established trad# schools 
and taught their workers how to handle the new tools. 
’The Russian had no trouble with absenteeism," I was told. "In 
many of the factories they placed w ide black boards. There they 
wrote In big letters where everyone could read, the name of every 
blacker.
